Claim Objections 



Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 8, line 8, " a low noise amplifier amplifier " should read -- a low noise 
amplifier -.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of appiicat'ion for patent in the United 



Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kim et al.. U.S. Patent # 6,020,787. 

Fig. 1 1 of Kim et al. discloses a power amplifier comprising: amplifier 304 
can be read as a low noise amplifier (see spec. col. 2. lines 52-55); WC circuit 506 
which has variable capacitor 812 can be read as a ferro-electric tunable component 
(see spec. col. 4, lines 46-48),. WC circuit 506 can be read as a power amplifier output 
matching circuit; control signal 527 to control variable capacitor 812 can be read as a 
control line; circuit 219 can be read as a control source.

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Regarding claim 5, transmission line 818 can be read as an inductor; 
transmission line 820 can be read as a second inductor; transmission line 822 can be 
read as a third inductor; amplifiers 520, 504 can be read as a low noise amplifier. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kim 
et al., U.S. Patent # 6,020,787. 

Regarding daim 8, although Kim et al. does not mention about a battery, a 
transceiver, a user interface, a housing encasing the battery and the transceiver and 
adapted to present the user interface external to the housing, it would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to 
have a battery, a transceiver, a user interface, a housing encasing the battery and the 
transceiver and adapted to present the user interface external to the housing connect to 
the low noise amplifier and the ferro electric tunable component in order to have a 
practical use for the amplifier since this is well known in the art.
